The commencement of the Twexty-Fifth Annual Sessiox 
of Rush Medical College murks Ifn enf in its history. Twice 
since its organization has the increase^ size of \l% classes de- 
manded '-larger accommodations. The literally overflowing 
classes of the last three years have compelled the erection of a 
new and much larger edifice during the current season; and 
the assembling chus will be welcome*! to the finest and most 
comunxfioiLs Medical College building on the continent; a vig- 
nette of which arrears on the title page. The new building 
situated immedi^ty north of and adjoining the old College, 
is sixty feet on Dearborn Street by seventy-two fent on Indiana 
Street, and is devoted entirely to two large lecture rooms, con* 
tabling each 025 numbered feats. The old building is com- 
pletely remodeled, and by* ample communication with the new 
structure, constitutes a part of the grand whole. In it are the

laboratory, museum, and dissecting room — tbe latter thirty - 
eight by eighty feet in sise, is thoroughly ventilated, lighted 
by side and skylights, and abundantly supplied with gas aud 
water, contains fifty tables, and private closets for the dissect* 
ing wardrobe, books, and instruments of each class, and is un- 
questionably the most conveniently appointed room of the kind 
in the world* The whole build ing is warmed by steam, and a 
uniform temperature is secured in all its parts.

He was for many years 
associated with Prof. Brainjuid, firstNis his privatt pupil, 
and afterwards as assistant in nS^ practice and lectures* He 
has been Demonstrator in the College, anj^ast winter com- 
pleted the course, commenced by Prof* Brainard, with marked 
ability and to the satisfaction of the class* During the war he 
was active in field and hospital i duty, afrd received the most 
complimentary encomiums from Divisi^nxJommanders and the 
Surgeon General* 



With regard to the department of Practice of Medicine, it is 
sufficient to say that Prof* Allkn continues to fill this Chair, 
< Ve* i.f Obstetric-* will be assigned to the exclusive care of 
the more advanced students, by which they may become prac*- 
tically familiar with the parturient process in all its details. 

Prof, Blaney's return to professional and professorial duties, 
and his restored health, give assurance that nothing will be 
lacking in the department of Chemistry. 

Prof. Freer is now absent in Europe* but will return to give 
his course, bringing -^itli him all the advantages to be gaiiyl 
by critical observation in the Old World. His instruction mil 
be fully illustrated by Jjis usufl vivisection* and experiments. J 

The course on Materia Medica wig be fully illustrated by 
specimens of all the rare ami valuable remedies, a new and eoirf-* 
plete collection havin^been procured. j * 

The means of illustration in the several departments are 
ample, and the course of instruction is thorough and complete. 
Every effort will be made to afford increased facilities to the 
student in the dissecting room. Tltat an abundance of materiel 
will be supplied may he inferred from tbe fact that tbe Demon- 
strator. Dr. Lkwitt has supplied over one hundred classes 
each year during the last three years in tl|e institution with 
which he was connected. The dissecting room will be opened 
in the daytime and evening from the commencem^t of the ses- 
sion, thus permitting students to enter at once upon their Ana- 
tomical course. AH the tables will bj? put in operation imme- 
diately, and in all respects it will be fouu/t (hat this department 
is unequalled. 

Cli/ndcal Advantages* 

The Clinical advantages of the College are ample and varied. 

A daily clinic will be given at the Marine Hospital. Prof* 
Gunn and Dr. E. C. Rogers, Surgeon in Charge, will lecture 
upon Clinical Surgery, and Dr. William C. Lymaw, (late 
Burgeon U.S.JT., now Resident Physician of the Hospital,) 
upon Diseases til' i he Chest. 
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Four Clinics each week will be given at the County Hospital. 
It ffl u commodious building, containing about 300 beds, ami 
being attended by an able corps of Physicians and Surgeons, 
will, in addition to the Murine Hospital, the Chicago Eye and 
Ear Infirmary, and the College Dispensary, give very abundant 
Clinical material for the observation of the Class. As far as 
possible, the post mortem examinations at the County Hospital 
will be in the presence of the members of the Class. 

The Lecturer on Diseases of the Eye and Ear, in addition to 
|us course at the College, will give Clinical instruction twice 
srwet?k, ai^the Chicago Charitable E^?V U Ear Infirmary, 
.which has been enlarged fend furttshed with all the conveniences 
necessary for patients igfh diseases of these organs* Students 
, fill havl an excellent opportunity of studying diseases of the 
ire, and of witnessing many operations in ophthalmic surgery. 
VL\ large number of patients, afflicted with every variety of 
disease, are treated at the College Dispensary. 

Saturday of cvvry week -Vfll be devoted to Surgical opera- 
tions and Clinical instruction in the College, at which time, in- 
digent persons, who require advice oj surgical operations, are 
attended gratuitously, if they present themselves before the 
Class. V

Graduation. 

The following are the requirements for the Degree of Doctor 
of Medicine, vis. : 

1st. The candidate must be twenty-one years of age, and 
give satisfactory evidence of possessing a good moral character 

2d, He must have pursued the study of medicine three years, 
and attended at least two courses of Lectures, one of which 
must have been in this Institution. Four years of regular and 
continued practice will be considered equivalent to one course 
of Lectures. 

{ 3d. He must have attended Clinical Instruction during, at 
least, one College Term. 

* 4th. He must have pursued the study of Practical Anatomy, 
under the direction of tin' Demonstrator of the College, 

§th. He must notify the Secretary of the Faculty of his in- 
tention to became a candidate, and deliver to him a thesis on 
some medical subject, written by himself, on or before the 25th 
day of January, and at the same time deposit the graduation 
fee, whicl^togetlior with the thesis, will be returned to him in 
case of withdrawal or rejection. 

6th. Every candidate must undergo a full and satisfactory 
examination on all branches taught in the College, such ex- 
aminations being made by eaeli Professor separately. 
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7th. Graduates of other respectable schools of medicine will 
be entitled to an ad eundem degree, by pacing a satisfactory 
examination, paying the graduation fee, and giving evidence of 
a good moral and professional character.
